Rhododrendon  Species 


Rhododendron  micranthum.  Small-leaved 
species  from  Mongolia.  Flowers  very  small,  but 
many  in  the  cluster,  white.  Very  hardy.

Rhododendron  polylepis  (Harrovianum). 
Large  shrub  with  3-inch,  narrow  leaves.  Flow¬ 
ers  rather  small,  purplish.  Needs  shelter.

Rhododendron  racemosum.  Rock-garden 
evergreen  with  1-inch  leaves.  Pretty  pink 
flowers  in  spring.

Rhododendron  yanthinum  (coneinnum). 
Shrub  about  10  feet  with  lj^-inch,  very  aro¬ 
matic  leaves.  Purple  flowers  not  showy.  Hardy, 
but  not  fully  evergreen.  Needs  shelter.

All  rhododendrons  should  have  peat  mixed 
in  the  soil,  and  should  never  be  dug  around. 
Shield  from  wind  and  direct  sun.  Cover  soil 
with  permanent  mulch  of  oak  leaves,  peat  and 
rotted  (never  fresh)  cow  manure.  Never 
lime.

AMERICAN  HOLLY 
(ILEX  OPACA) 


We  make  a  specialty  of  American  Holly 
grown  in  pots  for  safe  transplanting.  Our 
Arden  Holly  is  a  hardy  form  sure  to  bear  berries 
even  when  small.  It  will  grow  rapidly,  as 
much  as  2  feet  a  year  if  properly  planted.

(never  fresh)  cow  manure  in  winter.

West  on  Pennsylvania  Ave.  and  Kennett  Pike  2  miles.  Turn  right 
on  Montchanin  Road  toward  Chadds  Ford  2  miles.  Turn  left  at 
cross  road  1  mile.  Pass  uder  P.  &  R.  tracks  at  Guyencourt  Station. 
Turn  right  at  Guyencourt  Nurseries  sign. 

From  Holly  Oak  —  10  miles 

Turn  right  off  Penny  Hill  on  Shipley  Road,  left  on  Welldin  Road  to 
Blue  Ball,  Rockland  and  straight  ahead.  Turn  right  at  Guyencourt 
Nurseries  sign. 

From  Philadelphia  —  30  miles 

West  on  Baltimore  Ave.  and  Baltimore  Pike  (Route  1)  to  Chadds 
Ford.  Turn  left  on  Route  62,  4  miles  to  Guyencourt  Station.  Turn 
left  at  Guyencourt  Nurseries  sign.
